The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final disposition of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board
(Board). The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Licensee James J. Yurcek, M.D. (DOB: November 6, 1956), is licensed in the
state of Wisconsin to practice medicine and surgery, having license number 49804-20, first
issued on October 4, 2006 with registration current through October 31, 2019. Licensee’s most
recent address on file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional Services
(Department) is 1246 Park Road, Lancaster, Wisconsin 53813.

2. At all times pertinent to this matter, Licensee practiced surgery, and had clinical
privileges at a hospital in Boscobel, Wisconsin (the Hospital).



3. On April 6, 2016, Patient A (a male born in 1977) presented to Licensee for
consultation of neck masses. Licensee examined Patient A and discovered multiple soft tissue
masses in the left lower region of Patient A’s neck.

4, Licensee recommended that Patient A undergo surgery to remove the masses.
5. On June 8, 2016, Licensee performed surgery to remove the masses.
6. Prior to performing surgery on Patient A, Licensee did not recommend or order

further diagnostic studies of the masses.

7. The surgically excised masses were sent to the pathology lab and were identified
as adipose tissue with benign lymph nodes, Schwannoma, and mature adipose tissue consistent
with lipoma.

8. In resolution of this matter, Licensee consents to the entry of the following
Conclusions of Law and Order.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The Wisconsin Medical Examining Board is authorized to enter into the attached
Stipulation pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 227.44(5).

ORDER

1. The attached Stipulation is accepted.

2. Within six (6) months of the date of this Order, James J. Yurcek, M.D. shall at
Licensee’s own expense take and successfully complete a minimum of six (6) hours of education
in diagnosis and management of non-thyroid neck masses as follows:

a. [Each course attended in satisfaction of this Order must be pre-approved by the
Board or its designee. Licensee shall be responsible for locating course(s)
satisfactory to the Board and for obtaining the required approval of the course
from the Board or its designee. Licensee must take and pass any exam offered for
the course.

b. Licensee shall submit proof of successful completion of the education in the form
of verification from the institution providing the education to the Department
Monitor at the address stated below. None of the education completed pursuant to
this requirement may be used to satisfy any continuing education requirements
that have been or may be instituted by the Board or Department.

3. Licensee is aware of Licensee’s nght to seek legal representation and has been
provided an opportunity to obtain legal counsel before signing this Stipulation. '

4. Licensee agrees to the adoption of the atfached Final Decision and Order for
Remedial Education by the Wisconsin Medical Examining Board (Board). The parties fo the
Stipulation consent to the entry of the attached Final Decision and Order for Remedial Education
without further notice, pleading, appearance or consent of the parties. Licensee waives all rights
10 any appeal of the Board's order, if adopted in the form as attached.

. 5 If tlie terms of this Stipulation are nof acceptable to the Board, the parties shall not
be bound by the contents of this Stipulation, and the matter shall then be returned to the Division
of Legal Services and Compliance for further proceedings.

Board's
Final Decision and Order for Remedial Education is a public record and will be published in
accordance with standard Department procedure.
